In her cross 
bill she charged that it was she and 
not he who had been deserted. 
This 
was denied by him In a supplem ental 
affidavit.

Prison Authorities Will 
Try 
to De­ 


prive the Murderer of Any Notoriety 


Either Living or Dead— Body WHI 


Be Buried in Quicklime and Papers 


Burned— The Fifty-ninth Man to Sit 


In the Chair in the State. 


Auburn. N. Y., Get, 28.—The time 
which Leon F Czolgosz, tho assassin 
of President McKinley, has to live is 
reckoned by hours now, but there has 
been no relaxation of the stringent 
rule under which the prisoner has 
been secluded since his confinement. 
Auburn prison was (dosed during the 
day to any who sought the assassin 
and so it will remain until the pris­ 
oner has paid the penalty which the 
law' exacts. 
In fact the plan to de­ 
prive Czolgosz living of any notoriety 
has been extended to deprive Czol­ 
gosz dead of notoriety. 
Immediately 
after the execution the clothing of 
the murderer, with the vast accum ula­ 
tion of mail that came to the prison 
for him. will be burned, and. if possi­ 
ble. the request of the parents of the 
dead man for his remains will 
be 
evaded. 
It is feared that the removal 
of his body to Cleveland would lead 
to scenes of an unfortunate nature 
aud the prison officials are anxious to 
avoid anything of the kind. 
The plan 
of burning the clothing and letters of 
the m urderer will prevent the exhibi­ 
tion of relics by those who pander to 
the morbid. 
The chair in which Czolgosz will 
sit 
to receive the deadly electrical 
shock was examined and tested d u r­ 
ing the day by State Electrician E. 
F. Davis and Is ready for the part lh 
It is to 
lay in the final scene of the 
great national tragedy. 
Davis carefully examined the wir­ 
ing and satisfied himself that it was In 
good condition. 
He also inspected th e 
dynamos in the prison shop where the 
current is generated and at his direc­ 
tion the current was for a brief period 
sent 


Pulsating 
into the Death 
House 
as it will go carrying final punishment 
to the murderer. 
Czolgosz will be the 
09th man in the state and the lf»th at 
Auburn prison at whose electrocution 
Davis has applied the current. 
T he firm purpose of Superintendent 
Collins and W arden Mead is to avoid 
even the appearance of sensational 
Ism. 
It is said that an un appeal cd law 
has been found that will allow the 
warden to refuse any 
unauthorized 
appeal for the assassin’s remains even 
from his relatives and will give him 
the privilege of disposing of it 
Iii 
that event within two hours after tho 
execution Czolgosz* body, clothes, let­ 
ter# arid everything 
reminiscent of 
him in the prison will be disposed of. 
the body of 
the assassin will 
be 
buried In quicklime and the clothes. J 
letters and 
packages will 
be con­ 
sumed by fire. 
And this is not ail. 
W arden Mead, 
with Superintendent 
Co 11 Ins’ approval, has decided 
that 
until the execution of Czolgosz not on** 
word of his condition or actions shall 
be given out from the prison. 
It Is possible not one of the Polish j 
priests will visit Cxolgosx, but there * 
is some question about the final recon­ 
ciliation of the prisoner with 
the \ 
church In which he was baptized. He 
m aintains the stolidity and indlffer 
erne which have marked his conduct J 
since hi# arrest.

Either Living or Dead—Body Will 


Be Buried in Quicklime and Papers 


Burned—The Fifty-ninth Man to Sit 


In the Chair in the State.

Auburn. N. V.. Oct. 28.—The time 
which I^on F Czoigoaz. the assassin 
of Presidenct McKinley, has to live Is 
reckoned by hours wow, but there has 
been no relaxation of the stringent 
rule under which the prisoner has 
been secluded since his confinement. 
Auburn prison was cloned during the 
day to any who sought the assassin 
and so It will remain until the pris­ 
oner has paid the penalty which the 
law exacts. 
In fact the plan to de­ 
prive Czoigoaz living of any notoriety 
has been extended to deprive Caul* 
goes dead of notoriety. 
Immediately 
after the execution tbe clothing of 
the murderer, with the vast accumula­ 
tion of mail that came to the prison 
for him. will !»«• burned, and. if possi­ 
ble. the request of the parents of the 
dead man for hta remains will 
be 
evaded. It 1» feared that the removal 
of his body to Cleveland would lead 
to scenes of an unfortunate nature 
and the prison officials are anxious to 
avoid anything of the kind. The plan 
of burning the clothing and letters of 
the murderer will prevent the exhibi 
lion of relics by those who pander to 
the morbid.

Maud Greet Shown to be a Prevaricator 
of the First Water- -Evidence Had 
No Weight. 
The following ia a gist of the testi­ 
mony taken In the ease of the state 
against W. A. Coffin at Red Wing, 
the jury after being out but five 
minute* returning a verdict of not 
tfuilty; 
“ Maud (¡rant was the state’» first 
witness. 
She testified that Coffin is 
a constable at Bearwood, Crow Wing 
county, and on Sept. 7 last was 
bringing her to the training school 
at Red Wing. 
They arrived here at 
about 9 o’clock is the evening. They 
walked around several blocks, he ask­ 
ing several people whom be met 
where there wa* a good hotel, and 
finally wound up at IheHendei hotel.

Entire City Mourns The Death of 
One of its Most Respect­ 


ed 
Citizens. 


Peter M . Lagerquist'» soul depart­ 
ed forth to' rea I ins unknown at ton 
minutos to 2 o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing, and the end, marked the clone of 
one of the most upright, useful of 
lives, and, in the press of life he was 
ever calm, patient and thoughtful» 
Deceased had nearly reached the 
three score epoch of his life, being 5* 
years of age, and duriág the space 
of years his had been of one tone, 
and there is hardly a man, woman or 
child that would stand out and pro­ 
claim one word against his good 
name. 
Few men die and carry to 
the grave with them the record that 
has been borne through all these 
years by the lato' Mr. Lagerqaiit. 
He was the symbol of ¡játicoce and 
his untiring attention to the little 
details In the business whirl, though 
at times the financial strains were 
almost unendurable, always meeting 
the little obstacles with a manliness 
und moral 
courage, at once im­ 
pelled his business .associate1 to re­ 
spect and adm i re him. 
I n t he degree 
that he had. attended to small mat­ 
ters he also was honorable in his 
business' dealings after he 'bad, ac­ 
quired. some of the' worldly goods, 
He had arrived at that stage in his 
business career when he could begin 
to enjoy life and apparently up to a 
short time ago was In, the lies! of 
health and, one might have said two 
weeks ago that be was good for three 
score and ten years. 
Mr. .Lagerquist was always affiliat­ 
ed with the 'best Interes is of the city 
of Brainerd. 
Here it was that he 
liveu the major portion of his life; 
he has grown from young man­ 
hood to older age, and he laid down, 
his earthly burdens in the midst of 
an honorable and reapectable war­ 
fare' in his caret. 
Pity it Is that 
more men of the stamp of the de 
ceased are not sheltered under God's 
canopy; their lives to lie examples of 
true worth, the environment with, 
which would be a stimulus to young 
manhood. 
Mr. Lagerquist's death resuited 
from cerebral hemorrhage due to a 
stroke of apoplexy. 'Dr. Reims toad

week ago 'Saturday night was the 
third one was a mistake.. That was 
•the first and last stroke that Mr 
Lflgevqulit had. 
lie has had head* 
.aches and pains before but nothing 
like apoplexy. 
The stroke that 
finally resulted in his death occurred 
at lib o it fiJM o’clock on Saturday 
evening, a week ago last Saturday 
night. 
He was at once carried to hts 
room over the store and from that 
time was never able to apeak, except 
mice or twice and then lie only said, 
“ yes’* and “ no.” ' 
His right side was 
completely paralyzed 
and he was 
hardly able to 'move from the time 
he was taken to his room. Through 
out the week he suffered, untold 
agony, but it was hoped that «change 
for better might come. 
Instead a 
day or two liefore his death he grew 
worse and finally it was known «hat 
the end was very near. 
Early Saturday morning the mem­ 
ber* of the' fam ily were summoned to 
the death chamber and momentarily 
the end was expected. 
He lingered 
on, however, and lived with the set­ 
ting of the sun, but tbe spark of life 
«ras almost extinct.. 
On through the 
night he 'breathed hut faintly and as 
tbe morning hour» began to pass 
away, death took a firmer grip and 
slowly the life passed away, M r. 
Lagerquist dying as he had lived, 
■peacefully and calmly» 
Peter M. Lagerquist was born at 
V/etio, Sweden, February IS, 1H44 
He came to this country at the age 
of twenty-tbre*’ yü ffi»and fora time 
worked tn the saw mills of the state 
of Michigan. 
After that be went to 
South America where he was engag­ 
ed in railroad construct km work. 
He came to Hraine-rd in 1*71 and 
after being here a short time started 
in as a clerk at the old Svea hotel. 
Later he formed a partnership with 
County Auditor A. Mahlum and W . 
Week and the three purchased the 
Svea hotel.

Theodore Roosevelt has been presi­ 
dent of the United States long enough 
to have made a distinct Impression on 
the public men who make up what is 
vaguely termed W ashington sentiment, 
writes the W ashington correspondent 
of the New York Evening Post. 
The 
question on everybody’s lips Is, “W hat 
kind of a president Is Roosevelt going 
to make?” 
Enough persons have been 
to see him, from senators and other 
party leaders flown to the most trivial 
fallers, and he bas said enough In re­ 
sponse to their varied requests to fur­ 
nish the d ata by which all Interested 
observers may m ake their own predic­ 
tions. according to their Individual 
standards of political expediency and 
public duty. 
That the presidency is an office in 
which a man must submit to endless 
importunity is the experience of every 
recent occupant. General Harrison told 
tho friends who inquired concerning 
his willingness to be a candidate In 
I SD*; that he should dread to have to go 
through again the terrible ordeal of 
grappling entanglem ents and listening 
to tin* appeals for patronage. President 
Cleveland iii bis second term issued a 
notice to the effect that be would not 
receive im portunities 
for 
office, but 
that all 
the 
preliminary discussion 
must be had with the cabinet officers 
In whose departm ents the positions re­ 
spectively came. 
President McKinley, 
as was often noted, possessed an al­ 
most magical faculty for "passing peo­ 
ple along” and yet doing It graciously. 
Still the office wore heavily on him and 
left his constitution somewhat weak­ 
ened. 
President Roosevelt, It Is acknowl­ 
edged, has not yet acquired the Mc­ 
Kinley art of 
taking these troubles 
easily. 
While perfectly good natured 
ami cordial to all his visitors, he bears 
quiet evidence 
of 
being frightfully 
borel! by tin* office brokers and tells 
those who come to see him on m atters 
of public policy how glad lie is to have 
the patronage harangue occasionally 
Interrupted. Of course everything that 
a president says to his callers is re­ 
peated to somebody ami tends to travel 
rapidly. 
When be tells the bearer of a 
statesmanlike message that In* wel­ 
comes such an oasis, tin* virtuous man 
loses no time iii letting it get around 
to the place hunters that their visits 
are less welcomed than Ids own. 
Al­ 
ready there Is some feeling among the 
politicians that they are suffering a 
slight when their errands relate to 
office. 
Some of the president’s Jocular 
remarks at such times have lieen quot­ 
ed afterw ard as coming a little too 
near tin* t rut ti to be wholly enjoyed. 
Two senators were pressing him close­ 
ly in regard to patronage tilt* other day 
and tbought they had about made their 
point when the president, with a wave 
of the hand. Invite*! into the conversa­ 
tion a third man, before whom they 
could not talk. saying In a Jesting way 
that he w anted to get a little respite 
from their importunities, 
ills hutnor 
for some reason they did not wholly 
like, aud they went away questioning 
w hether he would be a real success as 
president. 
Another thing with which the poli­ 
ticians find fault Is that Mr. Roosevelt 
talks loo loud and does not give them 
much opportunity for privacy, 
ll** re­ 
cs-Ives a great many callers in his large 
room at one time, listening to them in 
groups or one by one as they get 
around him. 
Iii this sort of conference 
much that he says can he overheard 
by the others present. 
There Is also 
a disposition In stun** quarter* to resent 
the notion th a t the president should 
himself personally ascertain the fit­ 
ness of candidates presented for places 
by the 
senators.

without reducing greatly the time at 
his dist*»s.*iI for—listening to further 
a Pleats.

and painfully precise in hi* present* 
lion of a ease, was coached by his ad 
vipers beforehand as to the ©eeessitj 
of bringing his rem arks within smalt 
compass. Ile w anted twenty minute* 
but his adviser* told him that he had 
better get b s st**ry Into ten, a* t .v 
would Im* s s long an audience as he 
could expect. Reluctantly he composed 
a ten m inute speech ami went to the 
White House, whew*, although having 
a very successful Interview, he did not 
get a chance to talk ninety seconds.

Hon began, gave o w of bis logical 
leaps abend, showing that he compre­ 
hended the w beds subject ami with a 
question or two reached the visitors 
exact point of view.

President’s Way of Meeting Im­ 
portunities of Officeseekers.

Theodore Roosevelt has been presi­ 
dent of the United States long enough 
to have made a distinct Impression on 
the public men abo make up what Is 
vaguely termed Washington sentiment, 
write* the Washington correspondent 
of the New %'ork Evening Poet. The 
question on everybody’s lip* la, ’ What 
kind of a president la Koosevelt going 
to m ate?*4 Enough persons have been 
to see him, from senators and other 
party lenders down to the most trivial 
callers, and he has said enough in re­ 
sponse to thefr varied requests to fur­ 
nish the data by which all Interested 
observers may make tbelr own predic­ 
tions, according to their Individual 
standard* of political expediency and 
public duty. 
That tbe presidency Is an office In 
which a man must submit to endless 
Importunity Is the experience of every 
recent occupant. General Harrison told 
the friends who Inquire*! concerning 
his willingness to tie a candidate In 
Uftgl that he shook) dread to have to go 
through again the terrible ordeal of 
grappling entangle menta and listening 
to the appeals for patronage. President 
Cleveland In hla second term issued a 
notice to tb» effect that lie would not 
receive Importunltlea for office, but 
that all 
the preliminary dtacoasfon 
j M a t be had with tbe cabinet officera 
In whoae depart menta the posltiona re­ 
aped ively came. 
President McKinley, 
as was often noted. |w»ssessed an al­ 
most magical faculty for ‘•paaaing peo­ 
ple along" and yet doing It graciously. 
flStlll the office wore heavily on him and 
left bla constitution somewhat weak­ 
ened. 
President Roosevelt, It Is acknowl­ 
edged, has not yet acquired the Mc­ 
Kinley art of taking these troubles 
easily. 
While perfectly good nature*! 
and cordial to alt hla visitors, lie bears 
quiet evidence of 
being fright fully 
Ini red by the office brokers and tells 
those who come to see him on matters 
of public policy how glad lie Is to have 
tbe patronage harangue occasionally 
interrupted. Of course everything that 
a president nays to his callers is re­ 
peated to sotnelvody and tend* to travel 
rapidly. When he tells the bearer of a 
statesmanlike message that be wel­ 
comes such an oasis, the virtuous man 
loses no time in letting It get a round 
to the plan hunters that their risita 
are less welcomed than bis own. 
Al­ 
ready there is some feeling among tbe 
politicians that they are suffering a 
alight when their errands relate to 
office. Rome of the pres I* lent4* jocular 
remarks at auch times have been quot­ 
ed afterward as coming a little too 
near the truth to lie wholly enjoyed. 
Two senators were pressing him close­ 
ly In regard to patronage the other day 
and thought they had about made their 
point when the president, with a wave 
of flie hand, invited Into the conversa­ 
tion a third man, liefore whom they 
could not talk, saying In a jesting way 
that he wanted to get a little respite 
from thetr Importunities. 
Ills humor 
for some reason they did not wholly 
like, and they went away questioning 
wheftier he would be a real success as 
president.

He has al­ 
ways been noted for this His mind 
habitually leaps ahead of the conversa 
ti*m. sad those who start out on a sub­ 
ject with platitudes and preliminaries 
are suddenly Interrupted by some preg­ 
nant remark containing the gist of the 
whole matter. An Important visitor tbr 
other day, known to be long winded 
and painfully precise In bla presenta 
Don of n rase, was coached by hla ad 
visera beforehand as to the a«ceaaltj 
of bringing bla remarks within small 
compasa.
